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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors, e.g., typographical, grammar, idiomatic, syntax 
and etc. Applicants' cooperations are requested in correcting any errors of which 
applicants may become aware in the specification. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of the inclusion of legal 
phraseology often used in patent claims such as "comprising" numerously recited in the 
abstract. 

The drawings are objected to because the descriptions (heading) in Fig.1 and 
Fig. 2 should be deleted as being superfluous. The drawings are also objected to under 
37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every feature of the invention specified in the 
claims. Therefore, the subject matter claimed in claims 14 and 16 must be shown or 
the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate

a) . A brief reference to the drawings should be added to the specification. 

b) .The claimed C1, C2, and C3 are inconsistent with K1, K2, K3 shown in the drawings. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

a) . It is unclear what constitute the claimed first and second substream as they are not 
specified in the claims. 

b) . There are insufficient antecedent bases for the following limitations in the claims: 
"the bottom region of the distillation apparatus C3" in claims 8 and 16-17; and "the low 
boilers are removed" in claim 1 1 (not initially recited in the base claim). 

c) . Claim 13, last line, provides for ambiguity because of the redundant recitation of 
"region". 
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d). It is unclear whether the recited "a first substream in the bottom region and a second 
substream in the top region of the distillation apparatus C2" in claim 1, step d) are the 
same or different from the initially recited substreams on claim 1 , step b). See also claim 
1 , step f). 

Claims 1-17 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

a) . Bocquenet et al discloses a lactam dehydration process. 

b) . Fuchs et al discloses recovering caprolactam from oligomers and/or polymers of 
caprolactam. 

c) . Corbin et al discloses a process for removing impurities from caprolactam.
